J. W. Carr. first real estate dealer 
to locate • here, and E. A. Luughlin 
originated the lumber business here. 


Mr. Bash remembers handling "ev- 


erything from pins to steam boilers." 
Mr. Carr was starting on liis way to 
South Africa 
when he 'met Arthur 


Stilwell and came to Port Arthur in- 
stead. ' Mr. Laughlin supervised • tfie 
ereclkm of many b»ildiLij?*-'b»r*-itiitl 


"superintendent of construction of 


the first railroad between Port Arthur

All of these men remember the com- 


ing of the Hotel ijabine, where the 
Plaza hotel now stands, and the first 
^boarding house which occupied ' ttie 
site, of the Lake View hotel. The only 
other building at the time w^is a sa- 
loon.

When the first New Year's day was 


celebrated there were but 10<> persons

Seventh and Eighth streets were va- 
cant with exception of one house on 
the corner of Eighth and San Anto- 
nio. 


The Gates slate wns the property 


of Sam Lee. who had been here for 
years, and it was sold for $"!;" an acre.

Department Hangs Up Two 


Exceptional Records . 


From a volunteer membership with 


one Tpleee of apparatus—a second-hand 
Silstiee pumper bought in the spring 
of 1899—the Port Arthur fire depart- 
ment lias grown over the span of.25 
years to a full-fledged. . modernized 
fire fighting, force with seven piecefc 
of apparatus in addition to the chem- 
ical mounted on thp fire chief's car. 


But the outstanding act through the 


years is the" wonderful record of the 
tuen themselves. 
During 
the entire 


quarter of a centur;. many have been 
the blazes extinguished, manifold have 
been the fires attended—but 
with 


them all, not a fireman has lost his 
life and there is record of but one 
fireman being injured and he only 
slightly. 


Key Rate Lowered 


Efficiency has ever been the keynote 


of the department's operation. Tiiers 
is ample proof of this fact in the 
figures on fire rates. During the ten- 
ure* of office of fire chief by Frank 
J. Trost, who was succeeded in 1919 
by the present chief, W. C. LaRose. 
the fire insurance key rate was lower- 
ed from 59 cents to 21 cents. This 
figure was greatly reduced from the 
rate granted Beaumont and second 
only to that achieved by San Antonio, 
which city led the list with a rate of 
IS cents. 


In all it» history. Port Arthur has 


never had a conflagration.

- Heisig & Norvell began business as merchan dise brokers and continued in this line of business 
for a number of years, serving both the manufac hirers and jobbers in a very conscientious and 
successful manner. The prosperity of the Beaum ont trade district in 1901 called for an enlargement 
of distribution facilities for food products, so Heisig & Norvell, being alert and progressive entered 
the wholesale grocery business and incorporated under the laws of Texas with a paid in capital 
stock of $125.000. In nine years/the capital stock was doubled, and again in 1920 it was increased 
to$300,000. 


The rapidly expanding business required a building where efficient handling and storing of 


merchandise would give better service to the ret ailer, so in 1920 they erected a building 135 ft. by 
200 ft giving 432,000 cubic feet of storage space, 


Eight traveling salesmen, covering a radius of 100 miles around Beaumont, serve a radius of 


trade which has gradually been increased year by year, until the customers of Heisig & Norvell are 
numbered by thousands instead of the original few which were located only in Beaurrient when 
they first started in 1901. 


Heisiz & Norvall, Inc., did not build their business upon mere promises but have steadfastly 


held to the motto of "Good merchandise and a fair proce and service to retail merchants arid their 
"customer^ welfare." Few firms have had such a rapid rise in the commercial world, and this is 
attributed to the personnel of the founders of Heisig & Norvell, and to the present directors, who 
are business men of experience, ability and thorougly conversant with food product^ and the 
needs of this community.

It was ultimately decided 
that the department did have such 
power. 


On January 21, 1898. permission

him Jbatvno provision hadibeen made 
to i!R>tect from erosion the lake side 
of the spoil bank.

Unique Street Car Took H4i- 


-dayers to Oldrier

The "String Bean." . 
That term has significance for old- 


time Port Arthur residents. It came 
into being when paved streets and au- 
tomobiles bad not yet made their ad- 
vent iu Port Arthur. Procter street 
in that day could boast but a coating 
of clam shell and even the shells dns- 
nppeared after a continued rain spelt. 


The "String Bean" was the epitaph 


applied . in a jocular manner to the 
long and narrow street car that wend- 
ed its way between Lake Shore and 
the old pleasure pier over a narrow 
gauge .railway. In its build the ca* 
resembled the construction of a string 
bean* and it was the marvel of the dmy 
that it did not violate all Iaw« of 
gravity and plunge its passengers into 
the lake. But it didn't. 


Old Pier On Piling

The old pleasure pier and the np; 


proach to it were built.on piling, and 
in its time furnished 'more real en- 
joyment than anything that ever came 
to town before or since. 


The motion pictures, the luxurious

When the Flanagans first handled 


tevcdormg at Port Arthur, during 
he dn}"' before the Port Arthur ship 
canal, .all cargo had to be taken from 
the Kansas Citv, Pittsburg and fSnlf 
ailroad tracks and warehouse, loaded 
n lighters and taken across a pait 
f Lake Sabine down to deep water 
where the big steamers were -jtt Sn- 
ine Pass. 
Cargoes of wheat iad to UP put into 


acks, carried, to lighter*, to.wed down 
o the pass, puti aboard the steamers 
nd then unpacked. It was not long 
before the carriage from freight cars 
into warehouse* was eliminated under 
.dministration of the Flanagan*, the 
•argoes being taken directly from the 
ailroad car1- on to lighters. 


Even at that, it is difficult now, 


with grain elevators >that pouiP80,000 
l/nshels an hour of "wheat into holds 
if waiting ships to realize the tre- 
mendous undertaking of handling a 
•argo sof 3,382.230 pounds of wheat 
inder the oil} lighter method. Jt is 
mrdly possible to conceive the 
lours of t^ime consumed in the ,-„.-- . 
io'n, the number of men used, and 
he tremendous charges necessary for 
landling such a cargo. 


Still, figures show that cargoes in 


he late nineties were more diversified 
ind more voluminous than those at 
any time through the local port. Fig- 
ures of the days even before the Port 
Arthur ship canal bear out the won- 
derful possibilities of ranking the local 
iort the outlet for millions of tons 
of general erport.

:'We landed here in 3806 with a

thirty rnp.ii over to* one side'lftid stalft- 
ed them to worki This shows the 
existence of organized labor "even in 
those days, among stevedores and rail- 
road employes. Bat we got the men. 
There was a chance for an argument, 
but the local men took a look at our 
huskie/from Dulnth and sat "tight in 
the boat. *

Escaped Convicts 


'Every man we had was either n 


natural ronghheiul or was an escaped 
convict hiding ont_ down here where 
there was no semblance of law hard- 
Jy."The next encounter we had with 
the men was when jce undertook to 
improve the'method of stevedoring. 
The process was to carry sacks in 
lugs handled by two men both m 
stacking sacks in the warehouses, and 
on to barges for lightering.

father discarded the lugs in favor of 
loading a sack upon the shoulders of 
a man. He carried the,first one but 
under protest of 'attempting to Ml 
the men by that method of handling. 


"Father called me over, loaded » 


sack on my back and I made -several 
trips to and from the warehouse.

"Those fellows did circulate the re*

When the elder Flanagan pulled up 


stakes in Mobile and. ins Mississippi 
he left 16 ships in jiort' discharging 
and loading' cargo to enter the un- 
known poit of Port Arthur.

HAS LOST LIFE 


Department Hangs Up Two 


Exceptional Records . 


From a volunteer membership with 


one piece of apparatus— a second-hand 
Silsbee pumper bought iu the spring 
of 1899— the Port Arthur fire depart- 
ment 'b^as grown over the span of 23 
years to a fnll-f ledged, . modernized 
fire fighting force with seven pieces 
of apparatus in addition to the chem- 
ical mounted on 
fire chief's car. 


Hut the outstanding act through the 


years is the'"wonderful record of the 
men themselves. 
During 
the entire 


quarter of a century many have been 
the blazes extinguished, manifold have 
been the fires 
attended—but 
with 


them all, not u fireman has lost his 
life and there is record of but bne 
fireman being injured and 'he only 
slightly. 


Key Rate Lowered 


Efficiency has ever been the keynote 


of the department's operation. IVr? 
is ample proof of this fact in the 
figures on fire rates. During the ten- 
ure of office of fire chief by Frank 
J. Trost, who was succeeded in 191U 
by the present chief, W. C. LaKose. 
the fire insurance key rate was lower- 
ed from 59 cents to 21 cents. This 
figure was greatly reduced from the 
rate granted Beaumont and second 
only to that achieved by San Antonio, 
which city led the list with a rate of 
18 cents. 


In all its history. Tort Arthur has 


never had a conflagration. 
Techni- 


cally, conflagration is defined as a 
fire in which three, 
four or more 


houses..were consumed in flames. Nev- 
er has that occurred 
in this city, 


while in Beaumont a.s many as fiity 
houses were burned in a single fire. 
Lake Charles. Houston and practical- 
ly every other city in this section of 
the country has had one or 
such catastrophe,

ervoir was constructed on the prem- 
ises of <ieorje H. Stearns. It was. built 
of brick and cement and was 12 feet 
deep and 12 feet across and had a 
capacity of ttffit barrels. Ground was 
found to be perfectly dry all the way 
down and when completed, it "held 
water like a jug." according to the 
verdict of its constructors. 


A windmill and 'hump wag attached 


to lift the water to an elevated tank 
fiom whence it was piped all over the 
house. 


The construction of the fir.--t under- 


ground tank was a great improvement 
over the older pxjHi^ed tank and the 
method of building wa? adopted by 
many Port Arthur residents of that 
day.

21. 1902, decided not only fo rebuild 
out even to erect a larger house of 
worship, ^n edifice 54 feet long.

His eldest son, Harry H. Holton,'has entire 
charge of trie Victor and Green" Tree Theatres and is also, in connection with Karl P. Ericson^ secre- 
tary and treasurer, manager of the Procter street houses—the Peoples, Pearce and Strand. The Holton 
Theatre chain, as if now stands, is the result of some hard work, a great deal of patience, an4 pos- 
sibly a fairly reasonable application of a few business principles.

The word patent, during its eurlv 


history, carried with it a grave sus- 
picion by reason of its early "ijbu-e 
and consequently the firt>t paleut act 
was riot very productive, three patents 
being i.«ue<l in 1700 and only a total 
of 33 under the act. 


This act of 1790 formed the basis 


of our patent structure until in the 
latte thirties_when congress for the. 
first time gave the patent statutes 
serious attention and from th«n Cn 
enacted various patent laws.-' 


In 1870. however, almost 100 J4!ars 


later, * congress consolidated and^ re- 
vised the preceding 
numbering 


about 20 and extended the term of S 
patent from 14 to 17 years. It is 
this -act that forms the basis of our 
patent laws of today, although it has 
been revised and added to from time 
to time.

Sabine Pass, the oldest town and 


port in the Sabine district, and one 
of. t'he oldest in Texas and this Pai't 
of {lie-epuntry. has survived the Civil 
•war and three disastrous storms and 
today is a shipping center of some 
cohseuqence as'well^as a growing lit- 
tle town of more than 700 population. 


There were days previous to the 


Civil war and subsequent to that his- 
toric event, when Sabine Pass was

If one were to write a history of Port Arthur and the Sabine District, of which it forms a very im- 


portant part, the story would be closely woven around the discovery of oil. And the Romance of oil 
forms one of the most illuminating chapters in the remarkable growth of southeast Texas. 


OF 


Port Arthur Works—1904 


With the discovery of oil at Spindletop5 The Texas Company acquired a few acres of land on the 


outskirts of Port Arthur, just West of the Kansas City Southern tracks. On this tract tfiey erected 
a boiler house, pump house and a few storage tanks to care for the oil coming by pipe line from 
Spindletop, This oil was then loaded to coastwise and foreign boats. 


Port Arthur Worfes—1913 


In 1003 the Refining Department took over the operation of the property 


at Port Arthur and two small stills were erected. Later on additional stills 
were found necessary and agitators and steamfstills. were added to the 
equipment. This was the manner in which the growth of Port Arthur Works 
started, a growth which has been rapid but steady through the past twenty 
years, transforming the small pumping station on eighty acres of land to the 
mammoth plant Ibcated on approximately (5,000 acres. From a two-still 


plant of 1,000 barrels capacity in 1903, the refinery has grown until it now 
includes over 300 slills of all varietie^ogether with the many necessary 
units, such as agitators, filters, wax chilling, pressing, purifying and caking 
apparatus, compounding plant for mixing Texaco lubricants, grease manu- 
facturing plant, etc., all required for making the wide range of Texaco petro- 
leum products.

Port Arthur Works—1922 


Tank storage capacity has grown at a corresponding rate with the stills. 
The original tank farm with but eight small tanks has spread out over 


added acreage on the North, South and West sides until at present there arc 
approximately 300 steel tanks ranging in size from the small 2600 barrel 
running tanks to the large 64,000 barrel tanks^with a total capacity of close 
on to 10,000^000 barrels. 


Some of the interesting facts connected with the operation of the refinery 


may aid in grasping its tremendous size: 


Approximately 100,000 barrels of fuel oil are each month under the boil- 


ers for steam production alone. Forty-eight boilers are in constant operation 
with 20,000 total rated horsepower. Sufficient power is generated to serve 
a city six times as large as Port Arthur. 


The plant's total fuel oil consumption averages around 200,000 barrels 


per month. (On a carload basis this would represent about 33 cars per day). 


About 700,000 barrels of water are used each day at the refinery. Eight 


large water reservoirs having a capacity of approximately thirty million bar- 
rels are used in the handling and storing of the water. 


The combined pumping capacity of this plant could fill five and one-half 


55,000 barrel tanks in an hour. 


The plant uses 245 carloads (of 20,000 board feet each) of lumber of all 


grades each year. 


Each year over 10,000,000 brick are used in various kinds of construction 


and repair work, together with 16,200 cubic yards of sand, 620 torn of 
structural steel, and 33,000 barrels of cement. 


The growth of this plant has been continuous and its capacity and expan- 


sion being governed by an ever increasing demand for Texaco products 
throughout the world.

PORT ARTHUR—PORT ENTRY OF 


SABINE DISTRICT 


Port Arthur, Texas, is the port of entry and chief port of 


the U. S. Customs District of Sabine, the district including the 
four ports of Port Arthur, Beaumont, Orange and Sabine, the 
-three latter named ports being sub-ports of Port Arthur, 


Port Arthur came into existence with the completion of the 


Port Arthur ship canal from Sabine Pass to the present Port 
Arthur harbor in 1897. and since then has constantly expand- 
ed the volume of her shipping industry. 


Beaumont and Orange did not become deep-water ports 


until 1916, with the completion of the Sabine-Neches canal 
to a. 25-foot depth., They however, handled lumber cargoes 
in light draft vessels before that time. 


At Port Arthufr, Inere are two~harbors, the lower harbor' 


giving dock space to the Port Arthur Canal & Dock Company 
and The Texas Company. The upper harbor, a mile above the 
lower harbor, is used altogether by the Gulf Refining Company, 
which created it. 


The docks of the Port Arthur Canal & Dock Company are 


the ocean terminals of the Kansas City Southern Railway 
Company, of 'which the Canal & Dock Company is a subsid- 
iary, and are operated for the handling of the export traffic 
of that r.gid. 


The docks of the Gulf Refining, Company are designed for 


the handling of bulk oil cargoes, and with the new 1,000-foot 
unit just completed, can accommodate sixteen vessels loading 
and discharging at one time. The- docks are all concrete, and 
front on the private harbor created by the Gulf Company,1 at 
its plant. Recently the harbor was increased about So per ceni 
in area,by extensive excavation work on the west sjde. The 
Gulf Company has considerable unimproved water frontage 
below its present wharf system, capable of development as the 
business of the company requires. 
e 
The docks of The Texas Company are located on what is 


termed "The Island," on the main Port Arthur harbor, oppo- 
site the docks of the Port Arthur Canal & Dock Co. The 
plant includes, bulk oil docks capable *of accommodating six 
vessels at one time, and case oil docks with space for three. 
vessels, with an additional bii'k oil wharf at the juncture of 
the Port Arthur Ship Canal and the harbor where three more 
vessels l:an be accommodaied. The case oil dock is equipped 
with Link-Belt conveyor and spiral loading Devices which make 
the docjt one of the fastest in the country, having a capacity of 
40,000 cases per eight hour day.

UNIMPROVED WATERFRONTAGE 


Along the Sabine-Neches canal both above aiul-te 


city, and for a considerable,distanr* uV'the Neches river, there 
is extensive deep waier-frontage not as yet improved or in 
use for shippwtrand industrial purposes. Approximately sixteen 
miles Of frontage is now available within five miles of the city, 
a.H fronting on a water depth of twenty-five feet. Beyond the 
five-mile radius, the Neches and Sabine rivers, which empty 
into the Sabine-Neches canal also have twenty-five foot depth. 
Within eight miles of the city, three new refining plants are 
now projected or in process of erection. They include the' plant 
of the Humphreys Pure Oil Company and the new plant of the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company both under construction a shore 
distsance above Port Neches, and the plant of the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company, to be built six miles north of Port Arthi-.,-. 
All three plants are on the Neches river, and are served hjjjthe 
tracks of the Kansas City Southern Railway,- which has an 
industry track parallel to the water front above the city.

line from Kansas City to tide water.

four years, the future .port of entry of the Sabine. district grew 
very slowly and its total population was less than 800 in 
1900.. A ^ear later with the discovery of oil-at Spindtetop 
near BeaXimont; the news was flashed to the world that Texas 
hail become an important producer of oil.

of more than 40,000 inhabitants.

places. As'a matter jjf fact, ttofwar operated to restrict tHe 
growth-of the oil refining industry by preventing the securing

Then the Union Macaroni-.Company was formed—by Mr. C. Lombardo and his 
father and brothers.

board walk leading through the muddy 
marsh to a hotel, about two blocks 
away- There was one store midway 
between depot and hotel and the en 
tire "city" consisted, of not more 
than five or six houses.

His eldest son, Harry H. Holton, has entire 
charge of the Victor and Green Tree Theatres and is also, in connection with Karl P. Ericson, secre- 
tary and trsasurer, manager of the Procter street houses—the Peoples, Pearce and Strand. The Holton 
Theatre chain, asVnow stands, is the result of some hard work, a great deal of patience, and pos- ' 
sibly a fairly reasonable application of a few business principles. Much of the success of this business 
must in fairness be attributed to the very splendid help and kindly co-operation of Mrs. J. A. Holton, 
who at all times has had a real heart inteiest in the building of this institution with its many thousands 
of patrons and friends.

was organized in tbe latter part of the

Reorganized In 1»12 


The Port Arthur Townsite company 


was an. unincorpoiated joint stock 
association and its first trustees were 
Arthur E. Stilwell. E. L. Martin. C. 
A. Bralej and J. McD. Trimble. The 
company operated under the name of 
the Port Arthur Townsite company 
until the latter part of the } ear 1912;- 
when a reorganization was effected 
amf the 
Holland-Texas 
Hjpotheek 


bank took over all of the property of 
what had formerly been the Port Ar- 
thur Townsite company. 


Upon the organization of the Porty 


Arthur Townsite company in tlie lat- 
ter part of the year 1895. it acquir- 
ed a considerable body of land 
on 


the western shore of Lake Sabine, 
now the site of tbp city "of Port-^ir- 
thur, and other lands extending from 
the city of Port Arthur to Taylor's 
bayou. 
In the early part of 1896 


Robert Gillham. 
a -prominent 
and 


-well known'civil^engineer in the em- 
ploy of the company, laid' but the 
townsite of Port Arthur, consisting 
of approximately 6000 lots, and in the 
same year the company also donated 
1000 acres for terminals, -warehouses, 
elevators and industrial sites of like 
nature. 


A Constragfiye -Folicy 


From the very*'beginning the policy, 


of tht company was to layout, foster 
and build a city along modern lines. 
An extensive program of street con- 
struction, -park improvement, drains 
and sidewalk building- was at once in- 
augurated : miles upon miles of streets 
were graded and drained and many 
miles of wooden sidewalks were con- 
structed and although, of wood, 
the 


material was long .leaf pitch pine and 
did service in many instances for 
more than ten years. As indicating 
the high ideals i»f the company, an 
extensive system of parks and public 
grounds was laid oat. there being one 
continuous park along the lake shore 
extending from Houston avenue 
to 


Vandervoort boulevard pnd in differ- 
ent, parts of the city other parks and 
publci grounds wera provided: in all 
the park lands consisted of approxi- 
mately 250 acres. These parks were 
laid out for park and civic purposes 
and a considerable portion are now- 
occupied by such institutions as Mary 
Gates hospital, 
Port 
Arthur high 


school, Dellora R. Gates Memorial li- 
brary. Port Arthur college and dor- 
mitory, Wftbster public s,chool. De 
Queen public school and a part of 
these public lands is also occupied b£ 
the city slip and the city water pump- 
ing station at Gillham circle.

Fiijti Set Aside 


Throughout its history the Port Ar- 


thur Townsidc company and the Hol- 
land-Texas Hypotheek bank have been 
generous in the donation to matters 
of a civic nature and thousands of 
dollars have been expended in

that year it realized the great demand 
for homes in the city, and in May of j 
that year a policy ol loaning moneyj 
for the erection of ho'iies was adopted, 
and it is .interesting - to know that 
the first loan was granted to Mrs. 
,T. H.,Blackman. May 15. 1905. for 
the erection • of a home in the 100 
block on Eighteenth street, being lot 
11, blocif 467. the loan being the feuin 
of "$500. ' 


A picture of this house when com- 


pleted. with the hippy family upon 
the porch, is one of the treasured rec- 
ords of the companv, 


rl*he policy -of building homes &tart- 


,ing in 1905 has bcmtinued until the 
present time and the records of the 
companj show that they have assisted 
in the construction of 2182 homes, 
situatad in all actions of Port Ar- 
thur, tlie cost of the^e homes totaling 
§3.169.168. which is a record that 
-vvill compare favorably with many of 
the old established building and loan 
ussociationa operating in. the older 
cities of the United States. 


The records of the company 
show- 


that the first local manager was F, C. 
Henderson, he being succeeded by E.

WASHINGTON.— Fifty years ago, 


Portugese oysters 
declared 
war on 


Frencii~oj sters. and today the gallant 
French" men are about extinct. 


On a i-tormy day In 1S8S. a Portu- 


gese vessel, laden with oysters, was 
forced to seek shelter in the estuarv 
of the Gironde river, near Bordeaux. 
- Before* the^esscl-couW- put-t<K sea 
agaiu. thei-olfsreir.cargo commenced to 
decompose and local authorities or- 
•a^red/thai the dying oysters be thrown 
overboard. 


Just as the crack of the minute 


man's musket at Lexington was. "a 
<=hot he; rd rourtd the world.'' so tfis 
order of the local gendarmes was on? 
that spelt *the death of tht; French 
oyster. 
"~ 


Xo sooner did the Portugese oyste'-s 


hit the bottom than relentless war was 
on. 
French oysters scurried up tBe 


estuary out of harm's way, but to no 
ivail. In three years the last French 
oyster in the"~estuary exhaled its^last 
bubble and the estuary was Portugese. 


Turning to new oyster worlds to 


conquer, the invading host of Portu- 
gese bivalves moved out to sea and up 
and down the coast. Into the Maren- 
ties-Oleron region and the Areachon 
basin they filtered, routing 200.000.- 
000 French oysters. In f Lact. -today, on 
the entire coust south of the Loire 
river, not :i single Gallic oyster re- 
mains' to tell the tale. To theoiorth 
alone in isolated beds, a few native 
French oysters survive. 


In their behalf the French govern- 


ment has issued rigorous decrees to 
protect them from the savage Portu- 
gese invaders. 


But rapidity of growth, 
superior 


fecundity, anil greater filtering power, 
among oysters like among men. deter- 
mine the ri«e and Ml of nations, and 
there is IStle doubt but that the cont 
quest of the French by the Portugese 
oysters will soon be complete. The» 
only in Portugese oyster sagas will 
the French oyster survive.

Port Arthur Works—1904 


With the discovery of oil at Spindletop, The Texas Company acquired a few acres of land on the 


outskirts of Port Arthur, just West of the Kansas City Southern tracks. On this tract tjiey erected 
a boiler house, pump house and a few storage tanks to care for the oil coming by pipe line from 
Spindletop, This oil was then loaded to coastwise and foreign boats.

Port Arthujr Works— 


In 1903 the Refining Department took over the operation of the property 


at Port Arthur and two small stills were erected. Later on additional stills 
were found necessary and agitators and steam stills. were added to the 
equipment. This was the manner in which the growth of Port Arthur Works 
started, a growth which has been rapid but steady through the past twenty 
years, transforming the small pumping station on eighty acres of land to the 
mammoth plant Ibcated on approximately, 5,000 acres. From a two-still 


plant of 1,000 Barrels capacity in 1903, the refinery has grown until it now 
includes over 300 stills of ail varieties^ogether with the many necessary 
units, such as agitators, filters, wax chilling, pressing, purifying and caking 
apparatus, compounding plant for mixing Texaco lubricants, grease manu- 
facturing plant, etc., all required for making the wide range of Texaco petro- 
leum products.

Tank storage capacity has grown at a corresponding rate with the stills. 
The original tank f arm with but eight small tanks has spread out over 


added acreage on the North, South and West sides until at present there are 
approximately 300 steel tanks ranging in size from the small 2600 barrel 
running tanks to the large 64,000 barrel tanks with a total capacity of close 
on to 10,000,000 barrels. 


Some of the interesting facts connected with the operation of the refinery 


may aid in grasping its tremendous size: 


Approximately 100,000 barrels of fuel oil are each month under the boil- 


ers for steam production alone. Forty-eight boilers are in constant operation 
with 20,000 total rated horsepower. Sufficient power is generated to serve 
a citv six times as large as Port Arthur. 


The plant's total fuel oil consumption averages around 200,000 barrels 


per month. (On a carload basis this would represent about 33 cars per day). 


About 700,000 barrels of water are used each day at the refinery. Eight 


large water reservoirs having a capacity of approximately thirty million bar- 
rels are used in the handling and storing of the water. 


The combined pumping capacity of this plant could fill five and one-half 


55,000 barrel tanks in an hour. 


The plant uses 245 carloads (of 20,000 board feet each) of lumber of all 


grades each year.

Each year over 10,000,000 brick are used in various kinds of construction 


and repair work, together with 16,200 cubic yards of sand, 620 tons of 
structural steel, and 33,000 barrels of cement. 


The growth of this plant has been continuous and its capacity and expan- 


sion being governed by an ever increasing demand for Texaco products 
throughout the world.

army officer, as a citizen, had a right 
to criticize congress for its pennri- 
ousness. the department this \vear has j 
no intention of incurring further, hos- 
tility from 
these who control the 


purse-strings. The subject of appropri- 
ations at the camps has be?n /'ta- 
booed." 


Allegations were m;ide by members 


of the house committee last year 
that regular army -officers 
at the 


camps where reserve officers received 
their annual two weeks training took 
advantage of 
their, mingling 
with 


quasi-civilians to boost for larger ap- 
propriations for the army and to 
criticize congress. 


The heads of the army were cen- 


sured by the members of the commit- 
tee for permitting these officers to in- 
dulge in such 'criticism, particularly 
because criticism by ,the officers of 
the army's own - policies is harshly 
dealt with as "discipline." 


The incongruity _ of permitting of- 


ficers to indulge their pique against 
congress while being subject to pun- 
ishment for criticizing -their superior 
officers was plainly pointel- out by 
the congressmen' to the generals ivho 
appeared at the -hearing. 


Taking the -irint, no- criticism of 


congress or of appropriations by reg- 
ular officers will- "get by" in the 
training camps this year, if the army 
heads can prevent it.

of the Oironde river, near Bordeaux.

No sooner did tht? Portiigexe o\sti"-s 


hit the bottom than relentless war was 
on. 
French oystTs scurried up tfie 


estuary out of harm's way. but to no 
•tvail. In three your-, tln^last French 
ojister in the "estuary exhaled its last 
bubble and the retuary was Portugese. 


Turning to new o.\.>-ter worlds to 


Conquer, the invading host of Portu- 
gese bivalves moved out to sea and up 
and down the cowr. luto the Maren- 
hes-Oleron region and the Ar^achon 
basin they filtered, routing 200.000.- 
000 French oyster. In fact, today, an 
the entire t-onst couth of the Loire 
river, not a single Gallic oyster re- 
main* to tell the tale. To the-.north 
alone in isolated beds. a. few native 
French oysters survive. 


In their behalf the French govern- 


ment has issued rigorous decrees to 
protect them from the savage Portu- 
gese invaders. 


But rapidity of growth, 
superior 


fecundity, and grcntrr filtering power, 
among'oysters like among men. deter- 
mine the rise and fi'll of nations, and 
there is IHlle doubt but that the coS- 
qui^t of the French by the Portugese 
oysters will soon be complete. Thea 
only in Portugese oyster sagas will 
the French oyster survive.

creases the cost of the job, but this 
is a small factor when jou consider 
that the completed motor is as good 
and many times better than when it 
left the factory.

Tucked away back under the car, 


where it is out o£ sight and out of 
mind, the muffler is'usually the most 
neglected part of the car. Indeed, it 
is "cut out" altogether by many, just 
us soon as the traffic eop'is left be- 
hind. It should not be so. The tnuf-j 
fler has a distinct and beneficial pur- 
pose unO worthy of careful regard. 


Without it there would be no* pleas- 


ure in riding and the pedestrian and 
dweller, by the roadside would need 
pads on their ears. Those who can 
remember the days before 
mufflers 


were required on curs will bear wit- 
ness to the necessity. 


This is why: In the operation of 


the engine tfie exhaust valve opens 
while the burned gas is yet under 
pressure of 25 to 80 pounds a ^square 
inch.

cylinders to get, rid of carbon will 
likewise transfer it from cylinder to 
muffler unless.,-he opens the cutout 
when running the eugine'to blow out 
the kerosene and carbon, for the mix- 
ture, is nice and soft to plaster over 
walls of the muffler.-'and the heat will 
quickly bake it into a nice enamel, 
covering Jioles and walls. 


WhSell^e muffler on most cars is 


in a most Inconvenient place to get 
at, the driver-should take it off oc- 
casionally, and clean it out, or expect, 
to eventually have trouble, and per- 
haps 'have "it blown off. This is one 
think you are not likely to find cov- 
ered by the manufacturer's book, but 
it is none the less important.

Illogical Plan of' Using 


Horn Blamed 


There are many t'ituations, in fact, 


-points" out the N. M. "A., Where the 
horn alone must be relied upon: but 
without good judgment •• in using it 
the' djriver cannotl hope for favorable 
results. The bulletin says further: 


Horning, as it is practiced at 'pres- 


ent, reveals 
animal .instinct. 
The 


motorist uses it' as a signal of ap- 
proaching doom, just as though he 
and his car were entitled to special 
privileges. Accident reports, as an- 
alyzed by the National Motorists' as- 
according to a bulletin .on this subiect 
just issued by the educational bureau 
of the • National Motorists' associa' 
tion of motor accidents-is u fact which 
apparently very few drivers recognize, 


That the automobile horn is equal- 


ly important as brakes in the preven- 
sociatiou show that such attitude • on 
the part of the vlrivar encourages an 
attitude of retaliation and disinclina- 
tion to make concessions on the part 
of other motorists and pWestrians, 
with the result that they "take their 
time about getting'out g£ hft.way. This 
may be the making of an accident if 
the driver also happens to be depend- 
ing -»pon his horn for safety. 


Impatient sounding of the horn oft- 


en has the same effect; and if thfi 
driver sounds his horn too loudly he 
may disconcert a pedestrian, or fright- 
en him to the extent that he will 
change his course of direction, hesi- 
tate and otherwise endanger himself. 
There are occasions -when it is bej:- 
ter not to use the horn at all.

long bldst of the horn sounded from 
a suitable distance, is to be preferred.

Chamber Plays Important Part in Growth of City

N. R. Strong was elected 
as tbe first mayor of Port Arthur.

A little 
excitement made its appearance in the 
form of a terrible 
Gulf 
hurricane, 


sweeping along th-j coast. Galveston 
and Sabine were almost totally de- 
stroyed and Port Arthur witnessed 
a full canal and bsckftow 
in the 


marshes. The water went down the 
next day. Port Arthur's pOTt sur- 
vived, the fittest of the fit. The first 
aid to reacb both Sabine and Galves- 
ton nas a boat load of provisions 
from-Eotl Arthur. This depression in 
industry proved, -however, to be a 
ealm before a stormier on-January 
10y 1901. oil was- discovered in the 
famous oil field at Spindletop. fifteen 
miles north of Port Arthur. This 
tvbo'e section turned into chaos. Mil 
licn^ were made and lost over night 
Thousands of people flocked to th» 01 
field" and to B-ji'iirant.

Plays Important Share in 


Performance 


Tucked away hack under the car, 


where it is out of tight awl out of 
uiMl. the Buffer to tiwially the mort 
neglected part of th« car. Indeed, it 
is "cut out" altocethet njr many, just 
as soon as the traffic cop'is left be- 
hind. It should not be so. The muf4 
fler has a diatinct and beneficial pur- 
pose and worthy *t careful regard.

quickly bake it into n nice enamel, 
covering: Jioles and walls.

in a most inconvenient place to get 
at, the driver- should take it off oc- 
casionally and clean it out, or expect 
to eventually have trouble, and per- 
haps 'have 'it blown off. This is one 
think you are not likely to find cov- 
ered by the manufacturer's book, but 
it is none the less important.

Illogical Plan of' Using 


Horn Blamed 


There are many situations, in fact, 


points out the N. M. -A., where the 
hern alone must be relied upon; but 
witbopt good judgment in using it 
the driver cannot* hope for favorable 
results.

FitP compan-v. 


The ^oungei Procter will be remem- 


bered for his large contribution 
to 


the campaign fund of General Leon- 
ard Wood when he made the race for 
fhe presidential nomination in 
1920. 


It was said by some that this dona- 
tion—called propaganda money—was 
as large as asking's ransom in the 
tenth century.
